HOWARD R. WAITE 


Howard R. Waite has lived in Whately all of his life, serving the Town 
and his Church with a guiding hand. Each decision he has made has been 
made with firmness and reason. While this may not have met the approval 
of all, it came from his heart. 


Howard has enjoyed his life in Whately, as a man of knowledge, as a 
successful farmer, and as a man of faith. 


The tidiness of his property revealed pride. His fields were weedless. A 
bountiful harvest was his ultimate goal. He nurtured his crops and they 
produced a hundredfold. 


Howard Roote Waite, born February 16, 1893, in Whately, married 
Esther Warner November 18, 1914. Both will celebrate their 90th birthday 
in 1983. Esther and Howard have been married for 68 years. 


Howard joined the Whately Congregational Church on September 3, 
1911. OnJanuary 1, 1920 he was elected Clerk and Treasurer and held these 
offices 34 years. This followed a family tradition, for his father and 
grandfather had previously served for a total of 41 years. He joined the 
Parish of the Church on April 6, 1914. He was elected Clerk in 1943, 
serving 14 years. Each Sunday morning found Howard in the family pew at 
church. This was his seat and it was next to impossible for others to be able 
to use it. 


Howard began a long service to the town as town treasurer, serving 
from 1916 until 1931. In mid 1936 he was appointed moderator and was 
reelected for 30 years. During this time his knowledge guided the town 
policies because he served as either a member or the chairman of the 
town’s Finance Committee. 


When the town inherited money for a library, a stipulation that it be 
located within a half mile of the church made a part of Howard’s farm 
desirable. His willingness to sell has made the picturesque view from the 
library available to people throughout the valley. 


He is an Honorary member of the South Deerfield Rotary Club, serving 
as its president in 1947 - 1948; an Honorary member of the Whately 
Grange; a member of the Hamden Harvest; and he was the Vice-President 
of the Hartford Hail Insurance Company, which insured tobacco against 
hail. 


Whatever Howard did he did with dignity. He was a statesman of his 
time, and a man who belonged in the tranquility of his town. 


We the people of Whately thank Esther for allowing Howard to serve 
his town. 


Howard, we dedicate the 1982 Annual Report to you to show our 
appreciation for your generous service to the Town of Whately.

afternoon, then and there to act on the following articles:

ARTICLE 1. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
deemed necessary to defray the expense of the town for the fiscal year from 
July 1, 1983 to June 30, 1984. (R) 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Town 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time 
to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year beginning July 1, 
1983, in accordance with the provisions of General Laws, Chapter 44, 
Section 4, and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, and 
to renew any note or notes as may be given for a period of less than one 
year, in accordance with General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 17. (R) 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
prosecute and defend all suits that may be brought in behalf of, or against, 
the town and employ counsel for the same.

To see if the town will vote to accept Chapter 40, 
Section 4G of the General Laws which would allow Selectmen to approve 
expenditures up to $4,000.00 for equipment, supplies, and materials 
without going out to bid, or take any other action relative thereto. (R)

To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate or 
transfer from available funds, the sum of $5,000.00 to reconstruct 
Masterson Road beginning at the intersection of Haydenville Road, or take 
any other action relative thereto. (R) 


ARTICLE 27. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate or 
transfer from available funds the sum of $1,600.00 for the purchase of a 
300 gallon portable pump for the Fire Department, or take any other 
action relative thereto. (R) 


ARTICLE 28. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate or 
transfer from available funds, the sum of $930.00 for a portable radio with 
a battery charger for the Fire Department, or take any other action relative 
thereto. (R) 


ARTICLE 29. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate or 
transfer from available funds the sum of $648.00 for the purchase of two 
pagers for Emergency Medical Technicians on the Fire Department, or 
take any other action relative thereto. (R) 
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ARTICLE 30. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate or 
transfer from available funds the sum of $500.00 for the binding of 
Whately vital records, or take any other action relative thereto. (R) 


ARTICLE 31. To see if the town will vote to set up a committee 
appointed by the Moderator, to study the feasibility of charging a fee for 
the use of the town ambulance, or take any other action relative 
thereto. (R) 


ARTICLE 32. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $3,000.00 for the cost of a valuation update for the Board of 
Assessors for Fiscal Year 1985, or take any other action relative 
thereto. (R) 


ARTICLE 33. To see if the town will vote to rescind Article 6 of the 
June 30, 1982 Special Town Meeting and accept an amendment to the 
agreement between the Towns of Bernardston et al...with respect to the 
formation of a Regional School District drawn up and adopted by the 
Franklin County Technical School District Committee on November 17, 
1982, which provides for the withdrawal of the Town of Rowe from the 
Franklin County Technical School District, or act relative thereto: 


The Proposed Amendment is as follows: 

Amendment Number Two to the Agreement Establishing the 
Franklin County Technical School District 

The Agreement, dated September 4, 1974, with respect to the 
establishment of the Franklin County Technical School District is hereby 
amended for the second time, in accordance with Section XII of the 
Agreement, as follows: 


1. By deleting the first sentence of the introductory paragraph, and 
inserting in place therof, the following: 


This agreement is entered into pursuant to Chapter 71 of the 
General Laws of Massachusetts, as amended, between and among the 
towns of Bernardston, Buckland, Colrain, Conway, Deerfteld, Erving, 
Gill, Greenfield, Heath, Montague, New Salem, Northfield, 
Shelburne, Sunderland, Warwick, Wendell, and Whately, hereinafter 
sometimes referred to as member towns. 


2. By deleting the third and fourth sentences of Section | (A) of the 
Agreement, and inserting in place thereof the following: 
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The regional district school committee shall consist of four 
members from the Town of Greenfield, two from the Town of 
Montague, and one each from the remaining towns named above. 


3. By deleting Section VII (A) of the Agreement, and inserting in place 
thereof the following: 


Section VII Pupil Enrollment Entitlement 

(A) Prior to the beginning of each school year the Committee shall 
determine the enrollment capacity of the regional district school for 
such school year. The Committee may from time to time increase or 
decrease such enrollment capacity. A quota of pupils from each 
member town and the Town of Rowe who shall be entitled to attend 
the regional school district school shall be determined by multiplying 
such enrollment capacity by the fraction which has for a numerator 
the school population of the member town or the Town of Rowe and 
which has for a denominator the total school population of all the 
member towns and the Town of Rowe. The Committee shall notify in 
writing the chairman of the school committee of each member town 
and the Town of Rowe of the town’s pupil entitlement by January 15. 
For the purposes of this subsection school population” of amember 
town or the Town of Rowe shall be defined as the number of pupils 
residing therein who were enrolled in grades nine through twelve, 
inclusive, in any public, private or parochtal school, wherever located, 
on the preceding October 1. Inthe event that any member town or the 
Town of Rowe had not filled its quota by the sixth school day of any 
school year, and regardless of whether the town has given any notice 
under subsection VII (C) below, its unused pupil openings shall be 
distributed to the remaining member towns and the Town of Rowe, 
and then made available for use by tuition pupils from municipalities 
other than the member towns and the Town of Rowe, all as 
determined by the Committee. It is recognized that specific 
admissions policies are the province of the Committee. However, no 
admussions policy, qualificiation or requirement may be implemented 
with respect to any member town or the Town of Rowe which shall 
have the effect of depriving said town of any portion of tts entitlement 
for which tt has applicants. 
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4. By deleting Section VIII of the Agreement and inserting in place 
thereof the following: 


Section VIII Tuition Students 

The Committee may accept for enrollment in the regional district 
school pupils from towns and municipalities other than the member 
towns and the Town of Rowe ona tuition basis. Such regular tuition 
pupils may be accepted for enrollment only if there are sufficient 
facilities to accommodate them and only if the Committee has 
admitted to the regional school all qualified District resident pupils 
and pupils from the Town of Rowe who have applied for admission 
thereto. The Committee shall accept for enrollment pupils from the 
Town of Rowe, in accordance with the provisions of Section 7. 


5. By adding at the end of the first sentence of Section IX of the 
Agreement the following: 


The District shall provide for the transportation of pupils from the 
Town of Rowe who are entitled to attend the school to and from the 
school to the same extent that such transportation 1s provided for 
pupils from member towns who are entitled to attend the school, and 
such transportation shall be provided at no additional expense to the 
Town of Rowe. 


6. By inserting after Section XV the following section: 


SECTION XVI WITHDRAWAL OF THE TOWN OF ROWE 
(A) Effective Date 

Withdrawal of the Town of Rowe shall become effective on July 1, 
1983. 

(B) Reapportioning Costs 

Pursuant to Section XII (A) of the Agreement, the Town of Rowe 
upon withdrawal shall remain liable to the District (1) for any unpaid 
operating costs through and including June 30, 1983 which have been 
certified by the district treasurer to the treasurer of the Town of 
Rowe, and (2) for its share of the indebtedness of the District 
outstanding at the time of such withdrawal, and for interest thereon, 
in accordance with subsection XII (E) of the Agreement. The Town of 
Rowe shall not be liable for any operating or capital costs incurred 
after June 30, 1983. 
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(C) Rowe Tuition Rate 

The tuition rate for pupils fromthe Town of Rowe shall be the net per 
pupil cost, based upon the net assessed operating cost, but inno event 
shall such tuition rate exceed the tuition rate as approved by the 
Commissioner of Education of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
Tuition payments shall be payable in two equal installments annually, 
on January 15th and June 15th. 

(D) Special Education Pupils from the Town of Rowe 

The District shall provide special education services to Rowe students 
to the same extent that it provides such services to students from 
member towns, and agrees to comply in all respects with 
Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 71B, enacted by Chapter 766 of 
the Acts of 1972, and any amendments thereto or regulations issued 
thereunder. 

(E) Representation on the FCTS District Committee 

The Town of Rowe shall be entitled to have one representative on the 
FCTS District Committee. Such representative shall be appointed in 
the same manner as provided for Committee members of the member 
town tn Sections I (C) and I (D) of the Agreement, and shall have the 
right to participate in the Committee’s ‘discussions, debates and 
deliberations, including, but not limited to, participation in 
Committee meetings while in executive session, but such represen- 
tative shall not have the power to vote on any matter before the 
Committee. 

(F) Reduction of the Cost of Tuition for Rowe Pupils 

After the Operating and Maintenance Budget 1s established for the 
District for any fiscal year, in the event that the District, by vote of tts 
committee, reduces the net operating and maintenance costs assessed 
to its member towns for said fiscal year by the application of 
additional amounts of revenue, irrespective of the source thereof, the 
cost of tuition to the Town of Rowe, for the education of tts pupils 
during said fiscal year shall be reduced proportionally in the ratio that 
the number of Rowe pupils attending the school bears to the total 
pupil population. 

(G) Distribution of Assets in the Event of Dissolution of the 
District 

In the event of the dissolution of the District, its assets shall be 
distributed to the member towns and to the Town of Rowe on the 
basis of each town's respective aggregate payment of capital costs to 
the District. 
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ARTICLE 34. (By petition) To see if the town will vote to discontinue 
the present reconstruction program of Chestnut Plain Road according to 
State specifications and to instruct the Selectmen to seek alternative 
sources of funding for the repair of Chestnut Plain Road. Further, to 
instruct the Selectmen to report to the next regularly scheduled Town 
meeting the alternative sources of funding which have been explored and 
are available to the Town for the repair of Chestnut Plain Road or take any 
other action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 35. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate, 
transfer from available funds, or otherwise provide the sum of $10,000.00 
for the Stabilization Fund, or take any other action relative thereto. 


And you are directed to serve this Warrant by posting up attested copies 
thereof at the Whately Post Office and Town Hall in said Town, seven days 
at least before the time of holding said meeting.

To the Citizens of Whately: 


We were able to cover the old dump site with soil and seed it down. This 
should add to the beauty of Long Piain Road and the town. 


The transfer station continues to run smoothly and we thank Fabian 
Crepeault, the operator. We are removing between six and seven tons of 
waste per week. The Board has met with the County Planner as he tries to 
work out a county-wide incinerator. It seems feasible to build in Turners 
Falls and sell steam to the paper mills. The county is far from looking for 
bids to build. Many details must be agreed upon and a cost estimate 
established. This could be two to four years down the road. 


Our secretary, Karen Skroski, resigned early in 1983. Her knowledge of 
town business was an asset to the Board and we will miss her. We wish to 
thank Karen for her dedicated service to us and the town. Good luck on the 
home front, Karen. Lynn Sibley was hired to take her place. 


The Highway Department continues to keep the roads in good repair. 
The new Ford truck was well received. The road grader is in need of a 
motor. The winter was not too severe on the roads and there was not too 
much snow to plow. Good repairs will keep the rest of the equipment in 
service. 


The bridge on lower Conway Road was strengthened and is able to carry 
a sizeable load. It should last until the state helps to rebuild it in five to 
seven years. 


The Highway Department is insured by the Massachusetts Interlocal 
Insurance Association. This replaces the Workmen's Compensation 
Insurance whose rates were quite high. To date the department has had an 
excellent record with no injuries and we hope this continues. The M.I.A. 
praises Whately’s record and says to keep up the good work. 


The work on Chestnut Plain Road was stopped when damage occured in 
two homes. This damage is being checked with the hope that it is not too 
severe and that the project will continue. 


We do have vacancies in our annual appointments to boards and 
committees. If anyone would like to serve, please contact our secretary so 
that we may include you at some time. 
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The Selectmen take this opportunity to thank all officials, elected or 
appointed, that are necessary to run the town. It takes many people to 
make a town run smoothly and it helps when each one does his part.

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Assessors Report 


Along with the routine maintenance of the assessors’ records, 1982 has 
been a year spent in preparation for certification by the Department of 
Revenue of new real estate and personal property values for fiscal year 


1983. 


Mandated by Chapter 797 of the Acts of 1979, as well as other court 
decisions, the Town of Whately, along with all other cities and towns in the 
Commonwealth, must maintain values at a level of full and fair cash value. 


Preliminary results of the revaluation indicate that the grand total of 
real estate values in the Town of Whately will approximate $33,000,000. 
Parcels will be broken down into the following classifications— 


Classification Number of Parcels 
Residential 558 
Commercial 141 
Industrial 102 
Exempt 26 


We have 19 parcels of land taxed under Chapter 61, with Forest 
Management plans; and 42 parcels are taxed under Chapter 61A, the 
Agricultural and Horticultural Act. 


At the present time, revaluation is required by law every two years. 
Values for fiscal year 1984 will be essentially the same as for fiscal year 
1983, except for new construction. The Board of Assessors supports a 
change in the present law to allow for a greater time between revaluations. 
This change would make it possible to send out tax bills in a more timely 
fashion. 


We ask again that taxpayers bring their questions to the Assessors’ 
meeting scheduled on the last Monday of the month, as we look forward to 
another busy year in 1983.

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Report of the Fire Chief 


To the Citizens of the Town of Whately: 
I hereby submit my report for the calendar year 1982. 


The Whately “Volunteer” Fire Department recorded a total of 107 
response calls for fire and ambulance during the year. Two-thirds of these 
calls were for the ambulance, with approximately one-third of these 
ambulance calls being for transients. 


Chimney fires due to increased use of wood and wood stoves accounted 
for most of the fire calls, followed by grass and brush fires. There were two 
structure fires which could have been disastrous; one house was destroyed 
with the occupant narrowly escaping to safety, and a sugar house which 
suffered minor damage thanks to the prompt action of a passerby. A bomb 
threat at the Livestock Auction Barn gave Fire Department personnel a 
few moments of apprehension, but no bomb was found. 


I would like to remind all residents that chimneys should be checked for 
leaks and cleaned at least once a year, and more often if creosote buildup 
fuel such as soft wood is used. 


Burning permits must be obtained for all outdoor burning. Contact the 
Fire Chief or his representative at the Highway Department for a permit. 
Outdoor burning of brush is permitted from January | to about mid April 
depending on weather conditions. 


All houses sold in 1982 were inspected by Fire Department personnel 
for smoke detector installations, now required by the state. It is a pleasure 
to do this type of inspection because we not only know that these houses 
are protected with alarms, but we learn who the new residents will be. Our 
hope is that all Whately residents will install smoke detectors in their 
homes—they do save lives! 


A request in the Department's 1982 - 1983 budget for two new pagers 
was not approved by the finance committee for inclusion in my budget. | 
have requested them again for 1983 - 1984. | am also requesting another 
portable radio because the one we have has proven very useful as a remote 
base as well as at fires and emergency medical calls. 1 hope that somehow 
the items requested can be financed. We have never requested luxuries, 
only equipment we feel would help us save lives and property.

During the year we gained two new Emergency Medical Technicians 
through training, but due to people moving away and others losing their 
certifications because of lack of training, the number of available E.M.T.’s 
keeps dwindling. We definitely need more technicians in Town. Contact 
the Fire Chief or any Whately E.M.T. if you are interested in becoming an 
E.M.T. If you are already and E.M.T. and care to help with our program, 
your services will be greatly appreciated. 
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During 1982 the Town of Hatfield requested our Department to cover 
their town for ambulance purposes. We would not fulfill this request for 
several reasons, the main one being that we are a volunteer service and 
with our limited personnel, we could not guarantee response to Hatfield. 
We did agree, however, to provide first back-up services. 


Contributions made to the Whately Firefighters’ Association Am- 
bulance Fund are used to replace supplies used on patients during transport 
and to purchase new equipment. 


The Whately Fire Department is a “Volunteer” Department, ready to 
assist Townspeople 24 hours a day for fire or medical emergency. If you do 
not have telephone decals with our emergency number, contact one of the 
officers and they will see that you have one for each phone. To summon aid, 
dial 665-2167. I wish to emphasize that if you must dial the operator 
instead, be sure to give the name of the Town and State—This is necessary 
because the operators are not in local offices. We recommend that you also 
give street numbers, and leave your porch light on to assist us in locating 
your home. 


I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, my officers, members of the Fire 
Department and their wives, and all the Emergency Medical Technicians 
who have responded in all kinds of weather this past year. You were all 
great and make our Town a safer and healthier place to live.

The Visiting Nurse & Health Service provides a comprehensive array of 
health services to patients in their homes. Services are provided from 8:00 
a.m. to 9:00 p.m. seven days per week and holidays. Twenty-four hour 
professional on-call services are available to patients enrolled in the 
Franklin County Hospice Program which is a joint effort of Franklin 
County Public Hospital, Farren Memorial Hospital, Montague Nursing 
Department and Visiting Nurse & Health Services. Skilled nursing 
services include injections, dressings, general health assessment, 
treatments, teaching patients about their diseases and how to manage 
them independently, monitoring patients’ conditions, and care of the 
terminally ill. Services of a physical therapist, occupational therapist and 
speech pathologist are provided as necessary. Services of home health aides 
are also available to provide for personal care needs of patients carried in 
the therapeutic program.

materials for students to participate in a voluntary flouride mouth rinse 
program. This program began in February of 1982 with parental consent. 
There has been a 90%. participation rate in this program. 


Films and programs pertinent to health have been utilized throughout 
the year. Our throat culture program is again available to all students with 
parental permission. 


Inservice and special meetings were attended whenever possible. 
Involvement with Special Education is very gratifying. My thanks to all for 
their cooperation and assistance with our program. 


SPECIAL EDUCATION 
Janice K. Lachowetz, Special Education Director 


Special Education programming continues to serve students in grades K 
- 6 and those who are ages three through twenty-one. Services are provided 
in the following areas: Speech and Language Development, Learning 
Disabilities, Cognitive Development, Emotional and Physical Im- 
pairments, and Developmental Delays. 
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The Whately Elementary Schools have one Special Education teacher, 
Carol Burt, who provides direct services to students who have 
individualized educational plans. Mrs. Burt also serves as Evaluation Team 
Chairperson for Whately, and is involved in the identification, referral and 
evaluation process for Chapter 766. She also consults with regular 
education teachers and parents. The Team includes the Director of Special 
Education who approves all special education programs and prototypes. 


Other special education staff serving the Whately Elementary Schools 
on a part-time basis are: Thema Williams, Speech Pathologist; Gerald 
Levine, School Psychologist; Sue B. Hagberg, Guidance Counselor; Wendy 
Taylor-Jourdian, Occupational Therapist; and Ann Martin, Teacher Aid. 
Alice Maiewski, R.N. and Dennis Rosen, M.D. School Physician, serve on 
the Evaluation Team. Dr. John Lambdin, Consulting Psychologist, who has 
been appointed under the PL 94-142 Federal Grant, is available to work 
with students, parents and faculty regarding behavior management, 
individual and family counseling and program implementation. 


In Whately, Chapter 766 has accomplished its major objective; making a 
range of appropriate special education services available to all handicapped 
youngsters from ages three to twenty-one. Through the consistent efforts 
and liaison work of the Principal, Mr. Donald Skroski, and the entire 
school staff, we maintain successful programming for all students. 


REMARKS 


In conclusion, I want to thank all who gave of their time and knowledge 
to provide the quality learning atmosphere so prevalent in our schools. A 
special thank you to the teachers for their dedication and loyalty to the 
education of the children of Whately. And as always, to Don Skroski for his 
leadership and committed efforts as Principal to the Whately Schools. A 
deserved thank you to the cafeteria, custodial and office staffs for their 
consistent and uncompromising service to the Whately Schools. All of you 
have contributed your talents and skills to create the quality atmosphere 
for education that exists in Whately. 


I also want to express my appreciation to you, Mr. Pielock, for your 
outstanding service to the community. Your forty-two years of dedicated 
service as a school committee member is nothing short of phenomenal, 
and I salute you for this unselfish service to your town.

I am pleased to submit this seventh annual report of the administration 
of the Franklin County Technical School. As in my previous reports, I will 
briefly report on only those significant events that have contributed to our 
school’s progress during this past year. 


As in previous years, the Tech School continues to maintain a capacity 
enrollment—in excess of (770) students. The October 1, 1982 enrollment 
by District Town is as follows:

As a result of the school staff's regular program review and evaluation, a 
decision was made at the conclusion of the 1981 - 82 school year to 
terminate one of the vocational programs—Distributive Education. 
However, in recognition of strong present and prospective employment in 
the high technology fields, our Data Processing and Electronics programs 
were updated and revamped to allow increased enrollments. 


A record number of community service projects were performed by our 
school’s production shops this year. In addition to our annual House 
Building project, being built in Erving this year, our Data Processing/Elec- 
tronic Departments began a very productive community service project 
with a number of the District schools. Those area schools that have 
purchased micro computers will be able to have them serviced at the Tech 
School with major cost benefits to the entire District. 


A number of energy savings’ projects were initiated at the Tech School 
this year. Electrical and fuel savings have already been clearly established. 
Also, the school has developed a more efficient programmed budgeting 
accounting system by coordinating Business Office functions with our Data | 
Processing Department. 


Further long and short range cost savings are still being examined by the 
investigation of alternative school scheduling. The Four Day School Week 
Study Committee has completed its reports to the District Committee. 
Final research and investigation by the Committee will end 1n early 
recommendation regarding the 1983 - 84 calendar. 


As in past years, the school was the fortunate recipient of many federal 
grants and a number of donations and gifts from area business and 
industrial firms. 


The collaborative link that has begun with the Greenfield Community 
College continues to strengthen. In addition to an effective Adult 
Education Evening Program, our two schools are working closely in our 
Data Processing and Electronic course work. 
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The major goal of all vocational-technical education is “to prepare 
students to seek, acquire, and succeed in a specific trade, technical, or 
occupational field.” In recognition of that goal, our school continues to 
stress and improve our student job-placement services. Our work 
experience and cooperative work programs continue to be strongly 
supported by the area business and industrial managers; and despite a 
continuation of the depressing national, state and local employment 
picture, the job placement rate for the Senior Class of 1982 was very 
impressive. By graduation, over 57.6 percent of our Seniors were placed in 
career related occupations. Also, eleven percent of this past year’s 
graduates were enrolled in post-secondary educational and job training 
institutions. 


As in my previous annual reports, I would like to conclude by offering a 
brief assessment of the Tech School’s future role and impact in Franklin 
County. Unquestionably, the single most serious impact on this school’s 
future rests on the prohibitive fiscal restriction placed on our short and 
long range budget cycles. The inability to effectively incorporate even 
modern repair, replacement and recapitalization programs for our school’s 
vocational and technical courses will ultimately create seriously 
depreciated job training stations. Continued reductions in staff, equip- 
ment, supplies and materials are, in the long run, self destructive in any 
viable school program. 


Future enrollment patterns at this school should remain very healthy. 
However, since the national, state, and county grades’ 3 - 12 student 
populations will continue to exhibit marked decrease until the mid 1990's, 
this school also will witness a slight decrease in our grades’ 9 - 12 
applications. Nevertheless, plans are currently underway to incorporate 
the Tech School plant and staff into a state-wide adult and student-school 
leaver’s job training and retraining network. Therefore, it seems unlikely 
that very few student vacancies will exist in the near future, especially in 
the emerging technology occupations. 
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In closing, | wish to express my gratitude to the entire ecducational 
community at the Tech School. Their dedication and cooperation have 
contributed significantly to another very successful school year. I am 
indebted, also, to the parents, county residents, business, industrial, and 
educational benefactors for giving so generously of their time and talent. 
And finally, Mr. Chairman, I wish to express my appreciation to you and 
your District Committee. Your consistent support, encouragement, and. 
confidence in my administration of this fine school is sincerely appreciated.

IN CONCLUSION 


We have expected our schools to be all things to all people, and because 
of this expectation we have demanded the best quality education for our 
community. We require that our public schools serve to integrate our 
society, to provide learning experiences for the handicapped, to prepare 
our students to deal with the social, technological, and economic problems 
of the future. We expect our schools to provide students with a firm 
foundation in the basics, and we believe in the right of education for all, not 
just a chosen few. 


Our nation’s literacy rate is 99%. Despite this current success rate our 
nation faces an educational challenge for the future. We are entering a time 
of transition in which we will witness many changes in our society. Our 
school systems must be innovative to meet these new challenges. Our 
nation and our communities are moving from an industrial to an 
information based economy. It is the responsibility of the schools to sense 
this change and prepare students to live in a new world of high technology 
with new critical thinking and problem solving skills. As future citizens 
they will make critical decisions faster and with more creativity than man 
has ever done before. 


Our schools are challenged to provide the education and training to 
prepare our students to live, survive, and thrive in this fast changing world.

Library Renovation Committe Report 


The Library Renovation Committee was established at a Special Town 
Meeting September 30, 1981. At that meeting a $5000. appropriation was 
voted and the Moderator was directed to appoint five members: one 
selectman, two library trustees, one member each from the Energy 
Conservation Committee and the Finance Committee. Appointed were: 
Myron Orloski, Felicity Barber, Stuart Ludlam, William Obear, and Walter 
Orloski. Stuart Ludlam was elected chairman. 


Additional appropriations have been made: $1000. at the Annual Town 
Meeting on April 24, 1982 and $2500. at a special town meeting on June 30, 
1982, giving a total appropriation of $8500. 
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During FY 81 - 82 the Committee concentrated on three tasks: 


1. Insulation of as much of the main story ceiling of the Library as was 
practical. 


2. Installation of storm windows in the main story. 


3. Repair/replace gutters and downspouts and damaged slate. 
Contracts were awarded and work completed as follows:
